K I N G G E O R G E AND 
QUEEN GUARDED

Two Year Old Manistique Mystery Solved 
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Paris, July 18 <VP)— France pre­ 
pared a trium phant, thoroughly 
policed reception tonight for King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
of England, coming tomorrow on 
a four-day state visit to reaffirm 
the Anglo-French 'defensive alli­ 
ance. 
Making the first state visit of 
their reign, the British sovereigns 
will land in the morning at Bou­ 
logne and proceed to Paris, their 
movements guarded by an army of 
100,000 men mobilized for their 
protection during the trip. 
Secret letters Exchanged 
The visit is hailed by the French 
as confirmation of the closeness of 
the d e m o c r a t i c London-Paris 
union 
against 
the 
totalitarian 
itome-Berlin axis. 
Viscount Halifax, British 
for­ 
eign secretary, will accompany the 
royal 
party, 
and 
Leslie 
Hore- 
Belisha.

RARE DISEASE 
CLAIMS NOTED 
ROYAL BEAUTY 


BELOVED WAR-TIME 
RULER MOURNED 
OVER NATION

R um ania’s 
beautiful 
English-born 
Dowager 
Queen Marie, one of the last of 
the colorful figures of the World 
War, died today of a rare liver 
ailment at the royal 
palace 
at 
Sinaia. 
The 
queen, 
one of the best­ 
known members of royalty among 
Americans after her ovation-filled 
trip to the United States in 1926, 
had suffered from 
an 
unusual 
form of cirrhosis of the liver for 
almost a year. 
Her doctors said only about 50 
such cases were known to medical 
science. 
He tai ihm! Beauty 
Although wasted aud worn by 
her long illness, Queen Marie was 
reported to have retained much of 
the beauty for which 
she 
was 
world-famed. She would have been 
6 3 in October. 
Queen Marie knew a week ago 
in a sanatorium in Dresden, Ger­ 
many, that death was near. She 
insisted upon being taken back to 
her beloved Sinaia palace home. 
A former court marshal of the 
queen was reported to have been 
dispatched 
from 
Bucharest 
to 
Dresden post haste in a vain effort 
to dissuade hor from making the 
dangerous rail journey. 
En route she suffered the first 
of a series of hemorrhages which 
led to her death. She arrived Sat­ 
urday aud on Sunday her condi­ 
tion became worse. She died to­ 
day at 6:25 p. in. 
King At Bedside 
Bowed at her bedside at the end 
was King Carol, her son, whose 
accession in a coup in June, 1930, 
virtually brought an end to her

Detroit, July 18 (VP)-—H arry S. 
Toy, candidate for the Republican 
nomination for governor, charged 
in a radio address 
tonight

includes Mackinac Island.

LIGHT PLANES 
TO COME HERE 


Ships Leave Lansing On 
Air Tour Starting 
On July 24 


Planes participating in the first 
annual Michigan light plane cruise 
are expected to arrive in Escanaba 
about July 26, according to word 
received 
here 
yesterday 
from 
Wayne J. Sheldon, executive secre­ 
tary of the Michigan department, 
National Aeronautical association. 
The ships are scheduled to leave 
Lansing Sunday, July 24, on a ten- 
day trip around the state. 
A mailing list of 700 light plane 
owners in the state has been used 
in sending out invitations for par­ 
ticipation in the cruise, Sheldon 
stated. 
The light plane cruise will not 
be a race, but there will be trophies 
for first and second place winners 
in a navigation contest held along 
the way. 
Each participant in the 
flight will submit a flight plan pre­ 
vious to the takeoff at each stop. 
in which he will estimate his time 
for the next leg of the trip. 
The 
two fliers who can fly closest ro 
their estimated time on each leg 
of the cruise will win the trophites. 
A two-motored Lockheed will be 
used to carry the timing officials 
ahead of the flight. 
Ted Abrams, 
owner of the unique ship which is 


commonly called the “flying green­ 
house” or “fish bowl,” 
has 
indi­ 
cated he may take part

It is also possible a hydro­ 
plane will take part in the cruise, 
landing on lakes located near each 
stop of the cruise.

Steel demand 
has 
responded 
only feebly to recent price reduc­ 
tions, and w hile buying is slight­ 
ly heavier in some districts, the 
low rate of steel consumption in 
many industries is

restrictive 
factor 
which

quotations 
have been unable to offset imme­ 
diately, according to Steel. 
Sentiment has improved decid­ 
edly the past 30 days, however, 
and a more hopeful view is taken 
of the future. A t best, only slight 
recovery in business is looked for 
this month, due partly to seasonal 
influences, but producers feel con­ 
fident that the groundwork has 
been laid for a gradual but steady 
betterm ent daring coming weeks.

of government; would make all of us the

But when we look at the money which 
is collected to cover the requirements of 
the social security act, it must be realized 
that the base of taxation has, indeed, been 
broadened. A total of $743,106,S32

moreover, by every man or woman with a 
salary or a wage. 
This taxation would not seem onerous 
to many of us if we had the satisfaction of 
knowing that out of its proceeds wo were 
paying our way; that we as a nation were 
not plunging deeper into debt; 
that the 
day of deficits was past and that the day 
of debt reduction, even to the extent of 
a 
single dollar, was dawning. 
But that crumb of comfort Is denied the 
taxpayer. 
We are not paying as we go. 
Fiscal deficits follow each other with the 
regularity of the seasons. 
Aud we have 
no assurance they will not continue, year 
after year. 
We know as a matter of fact 
that we are headed straight toward a $40,- 
000,000,000 national debt. 
Such a debt may not crush us. Our re­ 
sources are colossal. 
We, as 
it 
people, 
have proven that we can endure vast pun­ 
ishment. But it is a melancholy reflection 
that, notwithstanding all we surrender in 
taxes, we are piling up obligations 
under 
which our children and our grandchildren 
must stagger for uncounted years.

Democratic party, the great unknown fac­ 
tor is the south. 
No one 
doubts 
that, 
while the Garners and Farleys can rely 
on the Hagues of Jersey City and Kellys 
of Chicago, the rank and file of northern 
voters will follow the President. 
Many 
believe, however, that, in the south, the 
rank and file are on the Garner-Farley 
side. 
Recently, 
ex-President 
Herbert 
Hoover has been talking privately of coali­ 
tion movements, and all 
highly 
placed 
Republican politicians love the story of the 
southern colonel, who told a friend: 
“ If you damn Yankees don’t stop vot­ 
ing Democratic, you’re going to ruin the 
Democratic party.” 
For those, like Mr. Hoover, w’ho regard 
W alter George of 
Georgia, 
Cotton 
Ed 
Smith of South Carolina, and Harry 
F. 
Byrd of Virginia as the real representa­ 
tives of the south, it would be well to re­ 
member that a new type of southern lead­ 
er is slowly gaining prominence. 
As yet, 
most of these new men are concealed In 
the chambers of the New Deal, but, when 
the time comes, they will be ready to come 
into the open. 
These new men may be seen at wrork 
in the story behind the President’s recent 
request for a report on economic condi­ 
tions in the south. 
Officially, the report 
is to be prepared by the National Em er­ 
gency Council and to be used as a sort of 
touch-stone for policies concerning 
the 
south. 
The report is almost finished and 
will be used as a major weapon in 
the 
President’s effort to capture the southern 
democracy from its present conservative 
owners. 
— COMMITTEE OF THE EARNEST— 
Two years ago, a group of southern New 
Dealers in Congress and 
the 
executive 
branch formed a southern policy commit­ 
tee. 
It was one of a number of similar 
governmental discussion groups, and, like 
most of the others, it foregathered infor­ 
mally each week in a Washington 
res­ 
taurant. 
Lister Hill, the Alabama Congressman 
who succeeded Justice Hugo L. Black in 
the senate, was one of the prime movers. 
Another was Clark Foreman, grandson of 
a great editor of the Atlanta Constitution, 
Ph.D. at Columbia, and Secretary of In ­ 
terior Harold L. Ickes’ chief adviser both 
on power and the Negro problem. 
Justice Black himself took 
and 
still 
takes a leading part, and among the oth­ 
ers who have attended the meetings are 
Senator Claude Pepper of Florida; Farm 
Security Administrator Will W. Alexan­ 
der; Representatives Maury Maverick 
of 
Texas, Joe Starnes of Alabama, and Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson of Texasj_ and 
Justice 
Black's brother-in-law, the RFC Assistant 
General Counsel, Clifford J. Durr. 
Al­ 
together the committee has about 
forty 
members. 
At their meetings, these men regularly 
discussed southern problems 
from 
the 
New Deal point of view. 
The colonial 
character of the southern economy, 
the 
low wage scales and poor standards of 
living, the poor use of southern resources, 
the lack of bank credit, the color question 
— all these matters received earnest a t­ 
tention. 
At length, this spring, the idea 
of an official report on the south was born. 
— THE BITTER BATTLE— 
Clark Foreman took the idea to 
the 
White House, where Justice Black backed 
him up. 
The President fell in with the 
scheme at once, directed 
the 
National 
Emergency Council to take responsibility 
for a study, and issued his public com­ 
mand, naming the “ nation’s number one 
economic problem.” 
The substance of the final report has 
already been prepared with the 
aid 
of, 
southern policy committee members. While 
it is unlikely to contain recommendations, 
it will describe southern problems in such 
terms as to make the need for action plain­ 
ly apparent. 
And the kind of action to­ 
ward which it will point will not be the 
kind of action favored by the Cotton Ed 
Smiths or Harry Byrds. 
The battle between the President and 
the owners of the southern Democratic or­ 
ganization is now being publicly fought iu 
Georgia, where the President hopes to pre­ 
vent Senator George’s renomination. 
It | 
began long ago, however, when such men 
as Black and Maverick, representing the 
ideas of the New Deal, made their 
first 
assault on the entrenched conservatism of 
the southern Democratic leadership. 
None can predict the battle’s outcome, 
but, thus far, those who have dared to be 
the open advocates of New Deal Liberalism 
have usually been successful. 
Indeed, the 
preaching of such men as Maverick 
has 
sometimes frightened the 
Conservatives 
into line, as when many more Texas Con­ 
gressmen supported the wage-hour bill in 
the second vote than in the first'.

Suggestions For 
Laundering Linen 


Suggestions for the laundering 
of table linen, given by Lois Hays, 
instructor in institution adm inis­ 
tration at Michigan State college, 
are: 
1. New linens should he laun­ 
dered before being used. 
With 
few exceptions, fine table linens 
should not be sent to a commer­ 
cial laundry. 
2. Stains should be removed be­ 
fore the linen Is laundered, other­ 
wise they may become set and not 
easily removed. 
3. Small tears or worn places 
should be mended. 
4. Hot 
water 
and a neutral 
soap will not Injure linen or cot­ 
ton fabrics. 
Lukewarm water and 
a mild soap should be used for 
rayon. 
Starch is never used for 
any table linen. 
5. White linens should be dried 
in the sun. 
Avoid strong sunlight 
for colored linens. 
6 . Cotton and linen table cov­ 
erings 
are 
ironed when damp, 
first on the wrong side and th*— 
on the right. 
Iron should trfv e 
crosswise* 
of 
the 
fabric. 
This 
keeps the linen in shape and pro­ 
duces a high luster in linen da­ 
masks. 
A hotter iron may be us­ 
ed on cotton fabrics than on linen. 
as cotton does not scorch so eas­ 
ily. 
Rayon fable cloths should be 
ironed while wet and with a warm 
Iron lo prevent the rayon from 
disintegrating. 
7. Linens should be folded with 
the right side out. 
If 
storage 
space permits, they may he rolled 
to prevent creasing. 
Napkins are 
folded 
with 
right 
side out in 
squares, rectangular or triangular 
shapes. 
Dinner napkins are al­ 
ways folded square. 
Table run­ 
ners may be folded once or rolled. 
Blue tissue paper is often used to 
wrap fine white linens as It ex­ 
cludes light and prevents the linen 
from yellowing.

plete purchase as large blocks of 
land and also most of the virgin 
tim ber rem ain in possession of the 
form er owners, Crow said. 
W here good farm lands are ac­ 
quired by the forest service, they 
m ay be rented by responsible par­ 
ties upon payment of a required 
annual fee. This 
is 
usually 
in 
cases where a farm er already es­ 
tablished desires to 
procure 
the 
use of adjoining or nearby land. 
The forest service has carried 
but a big planting program in the 
H iaw atha forest to 
date 
about 
4 6,000 acres having been planted, 
th e speaker declared. It has also 
devoted time to 
wildlife 
work, 
both game and fish, to stream im ­ 
provem ent and in research stud­ 
ies of deer and grouse. 
A considerable mileage in roads 
has been constructed by the ser­ 
vice, it was pointed out, the total 
coming to around 600 miles. Crow 
said th a t some of the early roads 
probably were not necessary and 
if this proves the case they will 
be closed and brush allowed 
to 
grow up. However, the rem ainder 
provide an adequate netw ork to 
use in forest fire work. 
W ith the waning of the 
lum ­ 
bering industry, public recreation 
is coming to the fore and appears 
lo be of great im portance to this 
area, the speaker stated.

rusted and the shatter-proof glass 
windows had turned a dark yel­ 
low.

$100 Reward Posted 
Twenty six cents in coins were 
found in Carney’s 
pockets, 
as 
well as the m an’s watch,

had stopped at eight o’clock. The 
watch, of course, m ay have run 
for some time after the accident, 
until sufficient w ater was able to 
penetrate to the mechanism. 
It was reported at 
the 
time 
of Carney’s disappearance that he 
had a sum of money with him. If 
so, the bills disintegrated 
with 
the clothing, most of which could, 
hardly be recognized. 
Shortly after the disappearance 
of Carney two years ago, an ex­ 
tensive search was conducted by 
local and state police. Various wa­ 
ters .were dragged and close ex­ 
aminations m ade for tire 
prints 
even at the spot were 
Carney’s 
machine had backed into the riv­ 
er. 
A reward of $100 was posted 
by the city council for informa­ 
tion leading to the 
whereabouts 
of the veteran street commission­ 
er, and notices sent all over the 
country. 
Vague 
reports 
were 
made from time to time for sev­ 
eral weeks after the 
disappear­ 
ance that Carney was seen at var­ 
ious places. In the light of latest

C hief Visits Escanaba 


Mrs. Hester Renwick Fraser of 
Detroit, chief of the newly organ­ 
ized Michigan Consumer’s Bureau, 
arrived 
in 
Escanaba 
yesterday 
while on a tour of the Upper Pen­ 
insula to organize local commit­ 
tees to aid housewives and other 
consumers. 
The Bureau, said 
to 
be 
the 
first of its kind 
in 
the 
United 
States, was created last January. 
Mrs. Fraser started 
yesterday 
to organize an Escanaba commit­ 
tee. She explains that a committee 
is usually made up of representa­ 
tives of the city government, re­ 
tailer, wholesaler, health depart­ 
ment, county agricultural depart­ 
ment and 
other 
agencies. 
The 
group would make weekly surveys 
of the local food market, compile 
reports indicating the quantity of 
products for sale, and supply the 
information to the public, usual­ 
ly through the newspaper. 
The Christian Science 
Monitor 
carried an interesting article con­ 
cerning Mrs. Fraser and the Con­ 
sumer's Bureau recently. 
Objectives Explained 
One of the Bureau's 
chief 
ob­ 
jectives, Mrs. 
Fraser 
explained, 
is protection of 
the 
consumer— 
either from 
his 
own 
lack 
of 
knowledge or from sharp practices 
at the hands of others. 
The market reports, 
she 
ex­ 
plained, constitute only a prelim­ 
inary step in the Bupreau’s 
pro­ 
gram. Through them the consum­ 
er is assured of a fair, impartial 
report of market conditions, 
Mrs. Fraser explained that one 
of the Bureau’s 
most 
important 


aims is the clarification 
of 
ad­ 
vertising. 
She 
suggests 
that 
goods, in being listed for sale, be 
described fully, and 
that 
con­ 
tainers or cartons list the num­ 
ber of articles they carry. 
“But the Bureau is not entirely 
devoted to the consumers’ goods,” 
she says. “We hope to be of real 
assistance 
to 
merchants, aiding 
them in solving their merchandis­ 
ing problems. We feel certain that 
what benefits the consumer must 
benefit the merchant, 
and 
vice 
versa.” 
Mrs. Fraser’s Experience 
Mrs. Fraser is no stranger to 
business. A native of New York, 
she founded and aeaded 
a 
firm 
called Madeco, 
Inc., 
after 
the 
World War, which specialized In 
merchandising problems, business 
building and reorganization. Dur­ 
ing the war she was Chairman of 
the Department of Navy Recrea­ 
tion. Among other things she op­ 
erated a Navy canteen 
in 
New 
York during the war, furnishing 
meals 
for 
approximately 
1,000 
men a day. After the war she be­ 
came an executive in a firm deal­ 
ing in early talking movies, after 
which 
she 
organized 
her own 
firm. 
She has lived in Michigan 
the past IO years. 
When the Wayne County Con­ 
sumers Bureau was organized by 
Prof. E. W. McFarland 
of 
the 
Wayne 
University Economics de­ 
partment, she became 
active 
in 
the work, and served it as chair­ 
man for three years prior to her 
appointment in January 
to 
her 
present post.

cents is prescribed by law and a 
mimlmum of 25 cents.” 
Luecke went on to say that an 
administrator, aided by committees 
representing Industries, will be em­ 
powered to adjust wages beyond 
the legally fixed limits described, 
allowing exemptions and differen­ 
tial for effected sections 
of

“He can not, in any way, 
set a wage scale below the mimi- 
mum,” Luecke stated.
